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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


KEENE, N. H., Jan. 1, 1894. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In compliance with the public statutes, we herewith sub- 
mit the annual report of Cheshire County, exhibiting the re- 
ceipts and expenditures and matters of public interest under 
our control, with the reports of other county officers, required 
by law, for the year ending December 31, 1893. Also a copy 
of the clerk’s report of the proceedings of the county conven- 
tion. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

The interest-bearing debt, as stated in the report one year 
ago, was $25,000. Rate of interest, four per cent. Since 
that time $10,000 has been paid from money saved from vari- 
ous objects for which it was appropriated, leaving $15,000, 
for which the last county convention voted an appropriation of 
$5,000 for each of the next two years. This, together with 
what can be saved from the various appropriations already 
made, will, during the next two years, by careful management 
of the affairs of the county, cancel the entire indebtedness of 
the county. Cash balance in the hands of the treasurer avail- 
able for current expenses during the year, $33,067.90. This 
is, we think, the largest balance for many years. We shall be 
able to pay from the large balance on hand $5,o00 more of 
the county debt at once. We feel to congratulate the tax- 
payers of the county on the very favorable financial condition, 
and the prospect in the near future of being out of debt, and a 
large reduction in our rate of taxation. The favorable condi- 
tion in which we find ourselves, has not, we feel, been brought 
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about by any false economy, or by any injustice done to any- 
one; certainly none has been intended. 

The county buildings in Keene and on the farm are in fine 
condition and repair; a credit, as we think, to the county. 

There has been a large reduction in the expenses of the 
county in various directions, in fact, about all, and especially 
in the expenses for the support of the outside poor and aid to 
dependent soldiers, also court expenses. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The county farm and almshouse have been for another year 
under the faithful and very satisfactory management of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry D. Pierce, superintendent and matron, assisted by 
W.W. Wilber as assistant superintendent, and Miss Alice 
Goodell, assistant matron, to whom, we believe, is justly due the 
thanks of the citizens of the county for the manner in which 
they have performed the very difficult and responsible duties 
devolving upon them. 

In the death of Mrs. Pierce (the matron), which occurred 
last October, the family have sustained a severe loss, and all 
who have had occasion to visit the almshouse since her resid- 
ence there, will sadly miss her ever cordial greeting. Dr. J. A. 
Craig, physician, and Rev. G. W. Ruland, chaplain, have 
rendered faithful and satisfactory services during the past year. 

The average number of inmates has been about the same 
as in previous years, until quite recently when there has been 
quite a large addition, and it now looks as if we shall have 
many more, if the present hard times continue. Some of 
these will probably be able to support themselves again in the 
near future. There are still others receiving aid in the several 
towns of our county, who, we are confident, could be better 
cared for at the almshouse, and at a great saving of expense. 

The health of the inmates during the past year has been gener- 
ally good, and when we take into consideration the mental 
and physical condition of those who enter the institution, we 
may feel assured that they have received the kind attention of 
those in charge, as to their manner of living and habits, as to 
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cleanliness, also; we feel that the good sanitary condition of 
the almshouse contributes largely to this gratifying result. 

The farm has been managed in a judicious manner, we 
believe, and has produced the usual heavy crops, the potato 
crop being the best in many years, all of which contributes 
largely to the support of the inmates, and it should be borne 
in mind that, in giving the average cost per week of board, 
the products of the farm are not taken into account at all, but 
simply shows what it costs over and above what the farm fur- 
nishes. The buildings have received, during the past year, a 
fresh coat of paint on the outside, and some of them on the in- 
side, a part of the work being done by inmates. There will 
need to be but little repairing for some time to come. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The cost of supporting the poor outside of the almshouse 
has decreased very largely within a few years, and we presume 
it might be still more in some cases. This result has come 
about, we think, by a better system in the management by the 
overseers in the different towns. The commissioners wish to 
extend their sincere and hearty thanks to the various overseers 
for the earnest codperation in solving the dithcult problems of 
bestowing public charity wisely and justly. 

To be aided as a pauper is no disgrace if in actual need, 
but pauperism that calls for and receives assistance, when by 
diligence and reasonable economy they could do without, is 
altogether another thing; and we again wish to call the atten- 
tion of the overseers of the poor in the several towns of our 
county, to the importance of investigating all new cases calling 
for aid, and frequently, all persons being assisted by them. 
By so doing, we feel the taxpayers will be spared an unnec- 
essary burden, and that justice will be much more equally 
bestowed. While we do not wish to be understood as desiring 
the withholding of the necessary aid to any one in actual need, 
we would ever strive to impress upon all the important fact 
that the best support that one can possibly have is self support, 
and we consider it of far greater consequence that one’s man- 
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hood should be saved to himself, than a few dollars to the 
county treasury. ' 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


This institution has continued under the same management 
as in the past few years, Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Chapin attend- 
ing faithfully to the duties devolving upon them, the premises 
always being found in perfect order. We are sorry to be 
obliged to report an increased patronage at this institution, 
with a corresponding increase in the burden of taxation to be 
borne by the people. This is the only object where the ap- 
propriation was insufficient to meet the expenses. This sad 
condition of things is due largely to the illegal and wicked sale 
of intoxicating liquors. There has been times during the 
year when the cells at the jail and the house of correction 
were full, and cots had to be placed outside the cells. It has 
seemed at times that we should either need to have-less liquor 
selling or more jails for the victims. . .

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commtsstoners for Cheshtre 
County: 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit my fourth and last 
report, ending December 31, 1893, as superintendent of the 
Cheshire county almshouse and farm. 

The farm has produced the past year its usual good crops, 
both in quantity and quality. The farm is kept up in a good 
state of cultivation, and is made to yield in sufficient quantities 
for the use of the place, believing it is improved in productive- 
ness from year to year. The neat stock on the farm, at 
present, consists mostly of milch cows, the milk being 
delivered daily at the Westmoreland creamery, which I think 
is for the benefit of the county. 

The buildings remain about the same, as in my last report, 
with the exceptions of some improvements in the barns, and 
nearly all the buildings have been painted outside, which adds 
much to the looks of the place. 

The number of inmates, at present, is much larger than 
any previous year of my services at the farm. But notwith- 
standing the large number, only about the usual number of 
deaths have occurred, those being from old age, and incurable 
cases, no particular disease or epidemic having prevailed, and 
most of the inmates are in a healthy condition. 

It is the aim of the board of commissioners to keep the 
sanitary condition of the place as healthy as possible for a 
place of its kind. Dr. J. A. Craig continues as attending 
physician, and has been prompt and faithful in administering 
to the suffering, in a cheerful manner, as it helps to give 
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sunshine to the bedside of the sick, and comfort to the unfor- 
tunate in their last days. . 

Rev. G. W. Ruland continues as chaplain with good 
results, as in years past, holding two meetings a month for 
religious purposes, which are enjoyed by the inmates that 
have minds to comprehend the meaning of religious work, and 
have no other opportunities for divine worship. 

There has been in the past, as well as in former years, an 
abundance of reading matter for the enjoyment of the poor 
that have a taste for reading, while those that cannot read are 
remembered by charitable friends, who supply them with 
presents that please their childish nature, and carries gladness 
to the heart of those that see but little of the sunshine of life. 

In conclusion, allow me to express my gratitude for the 
kindness and help I have received in fulfilling my duties, and 
the cordial sympathy and words of encouragement during the 
year just closed.

The suit of Robert P. Leonard against the county is still 
upon the docket, and is the only civil case in which the 
county is interested. 

At the April term, 1893, David Bullard was indicted for 

breaking and entering, and larceny, and also for stealing a 
horse. He was sentenced to a term in the state prison upon 
the first named indictment. Watson 8. French was indicted 
for receiving a part of the goods stolen by Bullard. At the 
trial before the supreme court the jury failed to agree, and 
French was subsequently released from jail upon his own 
recognizance, upon the statement by the county physician that 
his health was seriously impaired. 

At the October term, Junius B. Hill, Marshall E. Hill, 
Frank E. Cobb, Walter L. Cobb, and George Howe were 
indicted for burglary, and all were sentenced to terms in the 
state prison. At the same time John Magee was indicted for 
larceny from the person, and larceny of a horse, and also of a 
buggy, and was sentenced upon the first charge to a term in 
the state prison. 

Frank L. Blake and Charles Ballou were indicted for 
breaking and entering the store of G. H. Tilden & Co., and 
larceny therefrom, and also with William P. Rugg, for break- 
ing and entering the store of Charles W. Wyman, and larceny 
therefrom.

FIRST MEETING. 
Concorp, January I1, 1893. 

Pursuant to the requirements of the public statutes, the 
Cheshire county delegation met in Representatives’ hall, at 2 
o'clock p. m., for organization. 

The convention was called to order by Hon. Granville 
Wardwell, of Winchester, and upon motion of Mr. Norwood, 
of Keene, the ballot was taken for chairman, and Granville 
Wardwell was elected. 

Upon motion of Mr. Howe, of Hinsdale, the ballot was 
taken for clerk and Frank H.Whitcomb, of Keene, was elected. 

Upon motion of Mr. Howe, of Hinsdale, it was voted that 
a committee of three be appointed to nominate two auditors of 
county accounts; the chairman announced that he had 
appointed Messrs. Howe of Hinsdale, Colony of Keene, and 
Aldrich of Westmoreland, said committee. 

The committee reported the names of Edalbert J. Temple
